hustled off the plane into 
waiting cars 35 minutes af- 
ter the craft landed. Au- 
thorities said the delay in 
taking the crew off the 
craft was due to the possi- 
bility that a bomb had 
been placed in the rear of 
the plane-. 


J a c k Kiehler, district 


sales manager for North- 
west in Seattle, said the hi- 
jacker locked all four of 
the plane's crew members 
in the cockpit during the 


flight from Seattle fo Reno. 
The hijacker stayed by 
himself in the rear of the 
airplane and did not ac- 
knowledge the crew's at- 
t e m p t s to communicate 
with him before the plane 
touched 
down in Reno, 


Kiehler said. 


The hijacker ordered the 


Boeing 727 to fly with its 
rear stairwell open. It was 
not known if the man in- 
tended to bail out of the 
plane, but a Federal Avia- 
tion Administration officer 


said tha hijacker was in 
Ihe right position aboard to 
do this. 


The hijacker took over 


the plane shortly before it 
was to land in .Seattle on a 
flight from W a s h i n g - 
ton, D.C. On the ground, in 
Seattle he allowed all 30 
passengers and two stew- 
ardesses to leave.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Gov. 
Reagan vetoed a bill 


Wednesday 
that 
would 


have given California the 
toughest a u t o antismog 
standards in the nation, 
calling it nothing but part 
of an unproductive "num- 
bers game." 


In 
liis 'veto .message, 


Reagan said the bill by 
Sen. Nicholas Petris, D- 
Oakland, is not realistic, 
"ill-conceived and simply 
will not work." 


The Petris bill would go 


beyond the 
1975 federal 


standards for maximum al- 
lowable vehicle emissions, 
cutting that limit in half 
again by 1980 models. 


"This administration has 


made the fight a g a i n s t 
smog a top priority," the 
Republican governor said. 
"The realistic approach we 
have taken in waging this 
battle and our strong com- 
mitment to the enactment 
of lough air-pollution laws 
have made California na- 
tionally recognized leader 
in the fight. 


"We have always laken 


the position that any legis- 
lation in this area must be 
workable and practical if 
it is to be effective," Hea- 
gan added.

Industry lie detector use 
as 'truth-teller' spreading

WASHINGTON - 
'Hie 


lie 
detector, 
a 
device 


known to millions of read- 
ers of Dick Tracy as an 
implacable 
breaker 
of 


hardened criminals, is qui- 
etly coming into far wider 
use as a "Irulh-telling" in- 
formant in the world of or- 
dinary sinners. 


In a decade of rising 


crime, corporate and in- 
surance 
company losses 


from embezzlement, pilfer- 
ing and outright theft by 
employes in retail sales, 
warehousing and delivery 
s e r v i c e s have soared 
steadily 
to 510 million a 


day, more than $3 billion a 
year, according to the In- 
surance Information Insti- 
tute. The losses are great- 
er than those from conven- 
tional robbery and burgla- 
ry together. 


More and more, employ- 


ers 
have 
been striking 


back, trying to weed out 
dishonest workers by forc- 
ing employes to lake — 
and pass — lie detector 
tests, either as a consider- 
ation of continued employ- 
ment or as part of a pre- 
employment 
screening 


process. 


ABOUT 200,000 persons 


in private employment — 
not counting thousands of 
others in federal, state and 
local government — will 
b'e subjected to lie detec- 
tor, or polygraph, exami- 
nations this year, accord- 
ing to one informed es- 
timate. Many will fail, al- 
though 
how 
many will 


probably never be known. 
"Discretion" — a self-im- 
posed rule of secrecy — 
veils much of the |>oly- 
graph industry's impact. 


But the spread of com- 


mercial lie detector test- 
ing, polygraphists call it u 
"detection 
of deception" 


system 
that 
gives em- 


ployes "a moral vaccina- 
tion" against dishonesty, 
has begun to generate sub- 
stantial opposition as an 


invasion of privacy and a 
violation of 
the constitu- 


tional 
guarantee 
against 


self-incvimination. 


In recent years 12 states 


and 
three cities, 
acting 


under pressure from labor 
unions, have restricted or 
outlawed lie detection in 
routine corporate person- 
nel screening. The tests, 
never acceptable in court, 
have been repudiated by 
the FBI and a measure to 
prohibit their use nationally 
is pending in Congress. 


NONETHELESS, the lie 


detector industry remains 
confident that many more 
profitable years lie ahead 
— the examinations bring 
in $50 an hour — and that 
tlie demand for its services 
will continue to grow fast- 
er than the opposition. 


The Insurance Informa- 


tion Institute estimates, for 
example, that the annual 
cost of employe stealing 
and cheating will double to 
Sti billion in the next dec- 
ade, reason enough, parti- 
sans of the polygraph say, 
for tlieir business to double 
too. 


Many polygraph practi- 


tioners — there are 4,000 
to 5,000 in the industry — 
believe their technique is a 
bastion of honesty amid a 
decaying morality. "There 
comes a time," says J. 
Kirk Barefoot, a leading 
polygraphist and former 
president of the American 
Polygraph 
Association, 


"when your privacy and 
mine has to be weighed 
against a company being, 
stolen blind and put out of 
business." 


Their 
opponents 
feel, 


however, 
that the 
poly- 


graphists are only adding 
lo 
the 
confusion. They 


point to technical studies 
asserting thai the lie det- 
ector technique is scientifi- 
cally 
flawed. 
And 
they 


(race its acceptance to a 
self-perpetuating 
circle: 


belief in the machines' ef- 
ficacy induces confessions: 
a high rate of confessions 
induces belief in the ma- 
chine's efficacy. 


THE SUCCESS of the po- 


lygraph industry in obtain- 
ing employe confessions is 
its 
chief 
selling 
point 


among 
pragmatic 
busi- 


nessmen who regard the 
uutiwuring of guilt as con- 
firmation that tile system 
works. According lo John 
E. Reid, the head of a 
leading Chicago polygraph 
company, "We get better 
results than a priest does." 


How the process oper- 


ates, and what its impact 
on an ordinary individual 
can be,, is shown by the 
case of Stanely Brundage, 
a composite person put to- 
gether for this profile to 
protect the privacy of the 
four 
real 
people 
from 


whose real polygraph histo- 
ries he is drawn. Compa- 
ny names in the episode 
are fictional! 


Brundage is a 25-year- 


old vending machine ser- 
vice man whose brush with 
the polygraph came this 
year when he applied (or a 
job with U-Vent-H, a com- 
petitor of Automata, Inc.. 
for which lie had been 
working as a route man 
for the last seven months. 


The new job would have 


brought him §10 a week 
more than the $82 a week 
he had been earning at Au- 
tomatix. At U-Vend-lt he 
was asked routinely to sign 
a job applicant's 
waiver 


saying: 
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"I AGREE that the U- 


Vend-H company may re- 
quire me to take a pre-era- 
ployment 
polygraph (lie 


detector) examination and 
to take such examinations 
periodically, as ll)e compa- 
ny may require. I under- 
stand that my refusal of 
failure lo take such a test 
when requested 
may he 


grounds for dismissal." 


The employment ques- 


tionnaire 
asked: 
"Have 


you ever been tested 'on 
tlie 
polygraph 
before?" 


and. 
''if so. give dates, 


places and reasons for the 
test." 
Brundage 
wrote, 


"none." 


Another question asked, 


"have you ever been con- 
victed by any police depart- 
ment 
for any reason?" 


Brundage now says that 
this question made him un- 
easy. He knew that the po- 
lice do not convict, but he 
had no police record. He 
answered, "no." 


But less than 24 hours 


later, after 90 minutes of 
interrogation 
while con- 


nected by wires and tubes 
to a polygraph instrument 
at U-Vend-It's private ap- 
plicant 
screening 
firm, 


Confidential Personnel Ser- 
vices, Inc., Stanley Brun- 
dage had 
not only been 


barred from the nt\v job, 
he harj also been dismissed 
from his old one. And lie 
was unlikely lo tind anoth- 
er in the vending service 
trade without moving from 
his native Midwestern city. 


For confronted by the lie 


detector. 
Bunulage 
had 


confessed taking cigarettes 
from his employer's stock 
for his own use and "bor- 
rowing" small amounts of 
money for short terms, $62 
to get his car out of a re- 
pair shop was the largest, 
from 
his 
route 
man's 


"bank."

Whether the lie detector 


way to honest dealing is 
compatible with a free-so- 
ciety is the question raised 
by Ervin, the chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee's subcommittee on 
constitutional 
rights and 


one of the leading students 
here of the Bill of Rights. 


CALLING the polygraph 


"a tool to compel a ma'n to 
speak against his will" and 
"an 
instrument of 20ih 


.century witchcraft, 
more 


appropriate to a police 
state," Ervin introduced a 
bill that would virtually 
ban the lie detector. The 
bill is to be the subject of 
hearings before his sub- 
committee next year. 


The 
pro-polygraph ra- 


tionale, according to Lee 
M. Burkey, a Chicago la- 
lior lawyer who has suc- 
cessfully reversed through 
arbitration hearing proce- 
dures of union contracts a 
dozen lie detector dismiss- 
als is "at its root a deeply 
ideological thing by people 
who desi>erate!y long for 
law and order." 


"I see employer after 


employer depending on the 
lie detector," Burkey said. 
"They are only perpetuat- 
ing the lack of order in 
America by going through 
this magic ritual with all 


its terrible injustices. The 
real criminals don't care 
about the lie detector. It 
isn't admissable as evi- 
dence in court." 


Polygraph defenders like 


Barefoot and Reid, head of 
Joen E. Reid & Associates, 
a lie dexector firm in Chi- 
cago, have devoted most of 
their energies to the long 
dispute over the accuracy 
a*nd the scientific basis of 
their instrument and to ef- 
forts to police their own 
craft. 


"If you want to wrice 


that there are a lot of rot- 
ten people in this busi- 
ness," Reid said, "there 
are. 
What 
our 
critics 


should do is help us get 
belter examiner licensing 
laws, such as we have 
here 
in Illinois, let us 


throw the rascals out and 
let us do our work. We 
have the best investigative 
thing in the world going 
and they want to put us 
out of business." 


REID dismissed the in- 


vasion of privacy argue- 
ment by saying, "no one 
who comes here has to 
take the test. They sign a 
voluntary statement." But 
he acknowledged that com- 
petition for jobs had given 
polygraph 
a 
significant 


boost. 


He brushed aside the 


Fifth 
Amendment objec- 


tions, too, as "a protection 
in criminal law." 


Reid called subjects who 


try to manipulate the poly- 
graph by taking 
drugs, 


coughing, 
sneezing, 
and 


give "sensitivity" respon- 
ses to control questions 
such 
as "did you eat 


breakfast this morning?" 
The "biggest suckers for 
us because if they do that 
they give themselves away 
completely."

The Pentagon estimates 


the present shelter pro- 
gram would save 18 mil- 
lion to 30 million 
lives 


when completed in 1975, 
the report said, but it said 
the 
program 
as 
now 


planned would leave near- 
ly half the U.S. population 
without shelter protection. 


It said the Office of Civil 


Defense 
has 
studied a 


range of alternatives in- 
cluding a $4.7-billion pro- 
gram to provide shelters for 
the entire population but 
the trend in both the White 
House and Congress since 
1962 has been to spend less 
for civil defense, not more. 


Noting President Nixon 


has ordered restudy of the 
civil defense program, the 
GAO report recommended 
an overhaul starting with 
concentration of new fall- 
out shelters in the most 
likely target areas.

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White House 
Conference on 
Aging to open

WASHINGTON — After a full year of planning, the 


'White House Conference on Aging opens here Sunday 
'night with 3,500 mostly eltlerly delegates on hand to dis- 
cuss their most-pressing problems. 


The five-day meeting is the second national assem- 


• bly in history sponsored by the government and express- 
ly devoted to problems of the aged. The inaugural meet- 
'ing was held in I9C1 during the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 


Highlights of the assembly will include an expected 


''appearance by President iS'ixon and an open-ended for- 


um discussion which will have 80-year-old former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren as its presiding officer. 


COXGRKSS appropriated §1.9 million for the White 


- House-sponsored meeting. The funds will pay for the 


year of planning, the convention itself and a full year of 
post-convention work. 


Most of the assembly's accomplishments will be 


measured through activities to be undertaken in 1972, "ac- 
cording to Dr. Arthur S. Klenuuing, its presidentially-ap- 
.pointed chairman. 


"My hope is that the post-conference year will be 


one of significant action in the area of aging. I think 
there's a mood in this country for action in this area," 
Flemming said at 'an introductory briefing for newsmen 
who will be covering the event. 


Of the 3.300 delegates, half of whom were selected to 


participate by their homestate governors, about one- 
third are over 65 years old and another third (who were 
middle-aged when the first conference was held) are be- 
tween the ages of 55 and 65. 


THE DEAN of the conference will be 95-year-old 


.Justice Stevens of Salt Lake City, who was selected a 
.delegate by the National Farmers Union. Stevens, who 
has outlived three wives and told White House planners 
he is actively looking for a fourth, still works three days 
each week in a Green Thumb project. 


The project is jointly sponsored by the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Labor and the U.S. Office of Economic Oppor- 
ity for retired, low income farm people. 


The confernce's "first lady" is Ear Ufa M.M. White, 


a 95-year-old resident of Jacksonville, Fla. The thir- 
teenth daughter of a slave, she has been involved in 70 
years of civic work in the Florida city. According to con- 
ference officials, her work has led to the establishment 
in Jacksonville of a 120-bed nursing home: two boarding 
homes for ambulatory, ill, aged and handicapped; two 
child care centers; a lodging home for alcoholics; a poor 
mission; and a community center. 


THE 
GOVERNMENT is paying all expenses for 
: about 2,400 delegates to assure that the meeting "won't 


be confined to the standard conference goer." Fleming 
said. 


Flemming, who traveled around the country recently 


to meet with delegates, (accentuated five general conclu- 
sions about the elderly. 


"The old recognize that our society puts them inlo 


an inferior position." he said. "They recognize that so- 
ciety has made promises to them which it has not kept. 
The old want the opportunity of making their own deci- 
sions relative to their own lives. They want to continue 
their involvement in life—not be put on the back shelf. 


' And. they want to receive dignified treatment." 


The weeklong meeting will be divided into 14 major 


topics of consideration. Each section will be further div- 
ided into subsections of no more than 35 or 40 delegates 
assigned to each one. It means that 95 meetings will be 
simultaneously held each day. 


NINE OF the discussion topics are oriented towards 


"needs." They are education, employment and retire- 
ment, health, income, nutrition, retirement roles and ac- 
tivities, spiritual well-being and transportation. 


The issue of transportation, Flemming said, was not 


on the 1361 meeting agenda but it has become important 
because "a great many old people feel ostracized and 
isolated from life and they realize it is because there is 
no adequate transportation." 


The other five discussion areas focus on meeting the 


needs of elder Americans — facilities, programs and 
service; government and non-government organization; 
planning; research and demonstration; and, training. 


Of the discussion topics, Fleming said that income 


and the delivary of health services "are at the top of the 
list." 


In addition, the conference will spend one morning 


examining "specialized" concerns. They relate aging to 
such topics "as blindness, black Americans, Asian-Ameri- 
cans, Indians, Chicanes, consumerism, long-term care, 
legal aid, rural Americans, the religions community, the 
poor and vocational rehabilitation.

HE ALSO approved a 


scaled-down 
companion 


program requiring 
some 


youths over the age of 15 
to take jobs, and employa- 
ble adults in welfare fami- 
lies fo accept counseling, 
training and available pub- 
lic service jobs. 


As a part of the second 


project, mothers receiving 
Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children would be 
required to accept counsel- 
ing if their children habitu- 
ally fail to attend school. 
If they refused, the federal 
grant would be adminis- 
tered through a third par- 
ty. 


The 
experimental pro- 


jects have been described 
by critics as the first at- 
tempt at widespread im- 
plementation of welfare re- 
form legislation pending in 
Congress.

SEATTLE (DPI) - Ap- 


proximately 70 per cent of 
the more than 000,000 per- 
sons who die of coronary 
heart disease in the United 
States never reach the hos- 
pital. In Seattle sometlung 
is being done to alleviate 
that situation. It is called 
Medic 1.

Funds from the Washing- 


ton-Alaska regional medi- 
cal program, the Washing- 
ton State Heart Association 
and the State Department 
of Health help finance the 
Medic 1 program. 


The Seattle fire depart- 


ment with 10 first aid cars 
was used as a base and 
supplemented 
with par- 


amedical training of fire- 
men 
adding a hospital- 


based intensive coronary 
care unit. 


Records 
for the 
first 


year of Medic 1 show that 
44 lives were saved. Ven- 
tricular fibrillation — the 
uncoordinated fluttering of 
individual muscle fibers in 
the heart, resulting in the 
loss of an effective heart- 
beat — was foiuid in 225 
patients. 
Seventy-six 
of 


those 
were 
resuscitated 


with 31 of them subse- 
quently being discharged 
from hospitals, none with 
evidence of severe brain 
damage. 


ALL OF THE 14 Seattle 


hospital 
coronary 
care 


units participate in the 
Medic 1 program and have 
cooperated in eliminating 
two other areas o£ major 
delay: 
the 
emergency 


room and the admitting of- 
fice. Resuscitated patients 
are admitted directly to 
the 
hospital's 
coronary 


care unit upon arrival. The 
availability of a bed is 
confirmed 
in 
advance. 


However, the main delay 
usually is at the start. 


"Immediate and proper 


resuscitative 
measures 


can mean the difference 
between life and death, but 
studies have shown that 
the major delay in receiv- 
ing proper emergency care 
is between the time the pa- 
tient developed symptoms 
and when he decided to do 
somehing about it," said 
Dr. Werner Samson, Seat- 
tle cardiologist. 


"The first few minutes 


are critical and while our 
aid cars are so located as 
to reach a patient witlu'n 
two to five minutes after 
dispatch, it is absolutely 
essential that there be a 
minimum of delay in call- 
ing for emergency care 
whether by the patient, a 
physician or another per- 
son. 


SAMSON said that stud- 


ies show that nearly 30 per 
cent of those who die from 
coronary heart disease had 
seen their physician within 
one week prior to death, 
and, 
consequently, proba- 


bly were aware that some- 
thing was wrong. 


The firemen who run the 


aid cars undergo an inten- 
sive training course after 
which they are expected to' 
recognize an acute cardiac 
emergency 
and make a 


reasonable diagnosis. 


"The fireman is expect- 


ed to perform critical ex- 
aminations as related to 
the cardiovascular, respir- 
atory and central nervous 
systems 
and should be 


able to begin resuscitation, 
if appropriate, using ac- 
cepted techniques," Sam- 
son said. 


Requests for emergency 


aid directed to the fire de- 
partment by dialing 911 on 
the telephone. When that 
occurs two vehicles are dis- 
patched. The strategic lo- 
cation .of the aid cars ena- 


bles the nearest one to 
reach the scene within five 
minutes. The intensive cor- 
onary care unit usually ar- 
rives a few minutes later. 


"It is the strategic loca- 


tion of the cars that is con- 
sidered to make Medic 1 
so 
effective," 
Samson 


pointed out. "It has al- 
lowed us lo have the high- 
est rate of successful re- 
suscitations of any com- 
munity with an operating 
mobile coronary unit." 


DURING THE first 10 


months of Medic 1's opera- 
tion, a doctor accompanied 
the unit on each run. But 
since then physicians have 
relied upon radio or tele- 
p h o n e communications 
when their assistance is 
needed. 


Because of the great suc- 


cess of Medic 1, a new 
program called Medic 2 
has been initiated. Under 
this 
new 
program, 
as 


many persons as possible 
will be trained to recognize 
symptoms 
and 
initiate 


proper emergency care to 
heart attack victims until 
a coronary care unit ar- 
rives on the scene. 


More than 3,000 already 


have 
been 
trained and 


classes 
are

A scientific paper outlin- 


ing the step-by-slep con- 
quest of rabies has been 
written 
by Dr. 
Michael 


Hatlwich. an expert on the 
disease at the National 
Center for Disease Control 
and a specialist in internnl 
medicine. 


The rabies cure, mark- 


Ing a new milestone in 
m e d i c i n e , 
has 
been 


wrought by the skillful ap- 


plication 
of 
well-known 


medical 
techniques, 
not 


through the discovery of 
any 
new miraclo drug, 


said Hallwick. 


Around-the-clock suppor- 


live care, utilizing the lat- 
est medical means and the 
sophisticated medical ap- 
paratus found in the inten- 
sive care units of most 
hospitals, can conquer ra- 
bies, Die 30-year-old physi- 
cian said. 


"In the absence of any 


specific 
antiviral 
agent 


e f f e c t i v e once rabies 
symptoms have developed, 
the treatment of clinical 
rabies must rely on ag- 
gressive supportive care," 
Haltwick said. "We now 
know such care can cure." 


Hattwick played a major 


role in saving the life of 
Matthew 
Winkler, 6, of 


Lima, Ohio, the world's 
only known survivor of ra- 
bies, who was bitten by a 


rabid bat Oct. 10. 1970. De- 
spite a scries of rabies 
vaccine shots, the young- 
ster developed the dread 
disease several weeks lat- 
er. 


In a talk with the boy's 


parents and two pediatri- 
cians 
treating 
him 
at 


Lima, Haltwick convinced 
them his technique, ap- 
plied unsuccessfully in the 
past to two California vic- 
tims of rabies, could work, 
if applied in time. 


Haltwick wrote that he 


and the pediatricians in- 
serted a lube in young 
Winkler's throat to keep 
him 
from 
suffocating, 


drained off cranial fluid to 
keep pressure from build- 
ing up in the brain, moni- 
tored his heart to forestall 
cardiac arrhythmia, and 
administered drugs to pre- 
vent convulsions and infec- 
tion. 


He said the method was 


"a collection of medically 


recognized techniques, no 
single one of which was 
terribly unusual. But we 
applied them together to a 
disease which no one had 
had the opportunity or in- 
clination to do." 


Hattwick's study, titled 


"Recovery from Rabies: A 
Case Report." will appear 
soon in a medical journal 
distributed 
to physicians 


throughout the country. 


Doclois throughout the 


world, Hattwick believes, 
must now be educated to 
the fad 
that rabies can 


be treated successfully. 


"There is no disease, 


other than rabies, where 
physicians 
simply 
give 


up." he said. "Three thou- 
sand years after the Psal- 
mist's prayer for deliver- 
ance from the power of the 
dog, physicians still offer 
the victim of rabies no 
hope. 


"This Is the attitude that

agency said in a report to 
Congress. 


Education Commissioner 


Sidney P. Marland Jr. sent 
copies of the report to Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
and House Speaker Carl B.

D-Okla., 
saying 


"We welcome your advice 
and assistance in improv- 
ing the education of one of 
our most neglected and po- 
tentially productive groups 
of students." 


The report said: "Gifted 


and talented children are, in 
fact, deprived and can suf- 
fer 
psychological damage 


and 
permanent 
impair- 


ment of their abilities to 
function well," 


Their education has "a 


very low priority" at fed- 
eral, state and local levels, 
the report said. 


Marland said his agency 


will begin activities this 
year under existing laws to

Betrothal plans are revealed 


LWV hears pros, cons of two boards

Will Long Beach City College's faculty 


and student community be better served 
with 
a 
completely separate 
governing 


board? 


That was Ihe issue Tuesday morning 


when Dr. Richard Fairchild of the LBCC 
Academic Senale and Dr. Wiley D. Garner, 
LBCC president, presented op|X>sing view- 
points on the question to Long Beach 
League of Women Voters at a ineeling in El 
Dorado Park Nature Center. 


Speaking against two boards with sepa- 


rate memberships was Dr. Garner, who has 
been at LBCC for 25 years and its presi- 
dent since 1961. 


Ho said there already are two separate 


boards, but with a common membership. 
The state mandated separate financing and 
salaries for unified and college districts in 
19G8. 


Under the mandate, it was left up to the 


current boards to decide if they wanted to 
create a separate board for the college dis- 
trict or continue to servo hoth. 


The Long Beach Board of Education has 


determined to remain the sole board lor 
both districts, but still has the option to 
change its mind. 


HOPING TO PERSUADK it to do just 


that is the faculty at LBCC. according to 
Dr. Fairchild, who favors totally separate 
boards. 


"It's only a matter of lime. Entirely sep- 


arate boards are inevitable," he said. 
•'There are only five districts left in the 
slate which have not gone to completely 
separate boards." 


He sees the state developing a system of 


financing for all higher education, including 
community colleges, possibly through adop- 
tion of a statewide property tax. "Then 
there will have lo be two different hoards." 


Long Beach City College is the largest 


community college in the country, he point- 
ed out. "We need a hoard totally committed 
to our problems, not focusing on grades K- 
12. with a college population in Long Beach 
of 28,01)0 students and a district student en- 
rollment ol 70,000, no five-member board 
can do justice to the needs of both. 


"The board meets four times a month as 


a unified district board and only twice a 
month as a college board. They get paid for 
the four meetings, but not for the other two. 
They're busy and tired people and cannot 
devote their full time to both boards." 


HE CLAIMS the current board is not 


genuinely interested in the business and 
technology campus and that morale among 
both faculty ami students is low. "We do 
not have enough time to present our prob- 
lems to the board at two meetings." 


Dr. Garner, however, sees it as an en- 


tirely new ballgame with a new board. The 
current board members would have the 
choice of which board they wanted to serve 
on, with the remaining members elected. 


He fears a situation such as developed in 


Los Angeles, where the new community col- 
lege board became a political arena and 
stepping stone Tor higher office seekers. 
He's afraid a new board might reverse the 
progress already made under the old hoard 
- - Social Security retirement benefits and 
academic rank for college faculty. 


Presently W. Odie Wright serves as su- 


ixn-inlendont for both districts. With a com- 
pletely separate board, a new superintend- 
ent would be named for just the college dis- 
trict, who would probably also serve as 
president of LBCC. 


RECENTLY the State Senate passed a 


bill which mandates the voters of Long 
Beach to cast their ballots for or against 
two separate governing boards. 


"Why 
is an election necessary when the 


present board represents the people and has 
decided not to separate?" asked Dr. Gar- 
ner. 


And, to further complicate the issue, un- 


der the 1968 bill requiring separation of dis- 
tricts financially, if liic voters turned down 
two boards, the present board could still 
elect to divide into entirely separate bodies. 


Dr. Fairchild added that the cost factor 


— would two boards mean more or less 
money? — hasn't been determined. At the 
moment, the college district pays $500,000 to 
the unified district for services rendered, 
including room rental in high schools, use 
of data processing for payrolls and mainte- 
nance of school grounds.

In the first story, the

there," said an ex-addict 
now working at a treat- 
ment center. 
"They ha- 


ven't been to jail. They ha- 
ven't 
lived in 
cellars. 


They're not what you'd 
call real thieves." 


In the second story, the 


veteran has double the sur- 
vival potential as well as 
double the habit of the typ- 
ical junkie on the cor- 
ner. "I relied on my es- 
cape and evasion training 
from Fort Bragg," said 


Francisco Rivera, a war 
hero who claimed a Silver 
Star, three Bronze Stars, 
four Purple Hearts and 50 
successful 
burglaries 
in 


the Bronx. 


ACCORDING to Richie 


Linder, it was the recon- 
naissance training he re- 
ceived at Bragg that saved 
him from the junkie's des- 
perate scramble when he 
returned from 10 months 
with a special forces intel- 
ligence unit in Vietnam, 
where he, too, came away 
with a Silver Star, Bronze 


Star, Purple Heart and a 
habit. His specialties, he 
says, were banks and the 
apartments of pushers. 


By Ms own account, his 


training paid off best with 
an $18,000 haul from a 
New York bank, which 
went in a matter of days 
for sharp clothes, a new 
burntaed 
Buick Riviera 


and a large nest egg of 
heroin. A few months later 
he had to sell the car to 
raise cash for fresh connec- 
tions. 


What 
he 
remembers 


most strongly now is the 


constant hustle and the 
loneliness, all the walking 
in the streets till 4 in the 
morning to flee from him- 
self, followed by the rush 
to get out to the streets 
again by 9 a.m. to buy 
more drugs. 


"People ask, 'What do 


you have left to do?'" said 
the veteran, now 26. "They 
don't know what that life 
is like. It was disgustinc-" 


It's only by comparison 


to the debasement of most 
addicts that these might be 
construed as success sto- 
ries. A junkie who was a 


war hero is still a junkie. 


"They don't like to bo 


identified with the addict 
in the streets because they 
go high fighting for their 
country," 
said

House,

'therapeutic 


community 
for 
addicts. 


"But they're dope fiends 
like anyone else."

TYLER. Tex. (UPI) - 


Mrs. Frieda Boyd, 50, a 
sturdy bine-eyed brunette 
who says she is "just as 
mean as the Viet Cong and 
I'll last a's long," is wag- 
ing her own war with the 
U.S. Army. 


"It seems I fought with 


them forever to keep my 
boy Randy from g«lng to 
Vietnam," she said. "Now 
He's dead and I'm having 
lo 
fight them 
tooih and 


nail to get his personal be- 
longings back. 


"I've been in touch with 


the judge advocate's office 
in Ft. Hood (Tex.) and 1 
communicate 
with 
the 


Summary Court in Saigon. 
The Summary Courl said I 
should sue the pants off 
the U.S. Army. 


"THEY don'i send you a 


thing. I'd give anything for 
some of those 
treasured 


pictures," she said of her 
son's belongings. 
; The 
Texas 
housewife 


even has taken her com- 
plaints to the commander- 
. in-chief. 
; "I called the President. 
The 
d&y he married his 


daughter off, I buried my 
son," she said quietly. "1 
told them I have just lost 
my only child in Vietnam 
and I feel like I have given 
up a loi more than he has 
lor this war and I want lo 
jspeak to him. 
• "They switched 
me to 


'one of his aides. Merkel. I 
got to talk to Merkel. He 
said, 'Why don't you send 
'a telegram?' Everything is 
;all business with them. No 
•personal feelings." 
• After her son's death this 
year, Mrs. Boyd and her 
husband, 
R.J., began a 


new campaign, this time to 
"get their 23-year-old neph- 
'ew Rusty out of Vietnam. 
The boys were like broth- 
ers and tried to serve to- 
gether in the Army. Ran- 
dy, 
20, re-enlisted 
and 


North Viet 
out to win 


asked to be sent to Viet- 
nam to be with Rusty. 


"RUSTY is all we have 


left for our faniily," Mrs. 
Boyd said. "Randy 
was 


our only child. We adopted 
him as a baby after we'd 
been married 12 years and 
we loved him. When he 
was killed we looked up 
and we were middle-aged 
with no children, no grand- 
children. 


"We were just an old 


couple on the corner." 


So the battle to save 


Rusty began. Mrs. Boyd 
called the Pentagon: "The 
commander was on vaca- 
tion 
and 
everybody 
I 


talked to sounded like they 
were, too." 


She made an appeal to a 


Military Review Board to 
transfer Rusty to safety as 
the only person to carry on 
the family name. She ex- 
plained that he had 11 
more months to serve in 
Vietnam and "by that time 


. he will be 
dead or on 


. dope." The Military Re- 
\ view Board read her let- 


ters 
and 
was not im- 


pressed. 


Then on one of her calls 


she got through to one of 
the aides of Sen. John 
Tower, H-Tex., "who ha'd a 
lot of heart." 


"Within a few weeks, 


those officers ran out in 
the field after Rusty at 
Long Binii and said, 'Boy, 
you're 
getting 
out 
of 


here.' " 


RUSTY now is stationed 


in Hawaii until he gets out 
of the 
Army in March, 


1972. 


"It was our happiest day 


since Handy got killed." 
Mrs. Boyd said. "He's not 
home, but at least he's 
safe, thank God for that." 


When Handy re-enlisled 


Mrs. Hoyd put a hand-let- 
tered sign dial was almost 
as big as a billboard in her 
front yard. "Randy re-en- 
listed," it said. "We are 
proud 
he 
is still well 


enough, man enough, cares 
enough to serve his coun- 
try." 


After he was killed, Mrs. 


Boyd made some changes 
in the sign: She crossed 
out the "is" 
and wrote 


"was" 
above it. She let- 


"killed 
in 
action" 
and 


tacked it on. 


Hundreds of sympathiz- 


ers came by to see the 
sign 
a'nd 
many 
more 


called. 


"EVERY 
day we be- 


come more aware of hav- 
ing better reason to be 
prouder of our son than 
the government he gave 
his life for," his mother 
said. 


She shook her head and 


said she isn't normally a 
bitter person but the strug- 
gle with the Army has had 
its effect on her. 


"They say war is Inhu- 


man. I say the Army is 
unhuman. I've written let- 
ters to chaplains for infor- 
mation and never heard a 
word from them. I've got 
ten letters from Randy's 
buddies and they told ma 
guys in the unit stole Ran- 
dy's belongings when he 
was killed." 


She said she never un- 


derstood the 
sadness of 


war until her son was sent 
to Vietnam. "Now it is in 
my heart all the lime," 
she said.

that Thompson told him 
two days after the March 
16. 1068 operation of seeing 
a large number of bodies 
at the hamlet, of wild fir- 
ing by U.S. forces, of for- 
mer Capt. Ernest Medina 
shooting a young woman 
and the apparent murder 
of a small group of wound- 
ed civilians. 


Henderson told the jury, 


however, that Thompson 
did not specifically men- 
tion seeing any more than 
eight dead civilians and 
did not report any other in- 
stance, besides the Medina 
incident, of witnessing the 
shooting of noncombatants. 


Tichenor 
read to the 


court testimony Henderson 
gave between Decmeber, 
1969: and February, 1970, to 
the Pentagon inquiry, into 
why news of the massacre 
ha'd not become public for 
more than a, year. 


In one statement to the 


inquiry, 
Henderson 
said 


Thompson reported seeing 
troops acting like "wild- 
men" 
and 
"filing into 


groups of civilians."

States. 


Thuy said in an inter- 


view his side stood by its 
latest negotiating propos- 
als, which were made July 
1 by the Viet Cong, and 
that the only way for U.S.

GIs 'losing face'--and lives 
as sappers attack bunkers 
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/WHILE THEY LAST

FREEDOM HILL, Viet 


nam (UPI) — The night- 
mare of firebase Mary 
Ann 
is 
repeating itself 


throughout South'Vietnam. 


It was at Mary Ann on 


March 28 that a group of 
Communist commandos — 
called "sappers" — pene- 
trated the defenses and 
hurled dynamite charges 
into crowded bunkers. 


The price was 33 Ameri- 


cans killed and 76 wounded 
and a loss of face, perhaps 
Asia's most valued stand- 
ard, for U.S. forces. 


Now the lessen is pound- 


ed into American forces to 
make their defenses sharp- 
er against the elusive sap- 
pers. Alert guards, more 
barbed wire, bright lights 
from flares and watch tow- 
ers are combined to keep 
commando activity down. 
• Recently, however, the 
sappers have blown up and 
damaged numerous Ameri- 


• can helicopters at bases 


such as Lai Khe and Di 
An, near Saigon. 


This, 
and 
more, 
is 


brought out and underlined 
at a series of sapper dem- 
onstrations 
being 
held 


throughout South Vietnam 
lo ucquuint Americans and 
South Vietnamese with the 
methods used by (he com- 
mandoes. One was held re- 
cently here at the combat 
center of the 196th Infantry 
Brigade to a class of en- 
listed men in a leadership 
course. 


F1HST came a lecture. A 


sergeant in his best drill 
field voice, meshing yells 
and whispers to emphasize 
points, told the tactics and 
background of tho sappers. 


He said they study a tar- 


get area for as long as a 
year to pinpoint every inch 
of the place and the reac- 
tions and assignments. 


"By the time they hit, 


they know their stuff," he 
said. 


Through extensive train- 


ing periods, 
the sappers 


practice individual mis- 
sions. 
The 
first 
man 


through the wire will blow 


up 
the 
communications 


area in the middle of a 
camp and the second will 
use his satchel charge lo 
blast a quick escape route 
in the defensive perimeter. 


Then the other sappers 


will come through and flip 
(heir explosives into the 
bunkers where GIs huddle 
after Ihe mortar barrage 
that precedes the sapper 
attack. 


"They 
firmly 
believe 


they will get 60 per cent of 
the men on lhat firebase in 
the first two minutes of an 
attack," the sergeant said. 
"Sixty per cent." 


NOW comes the high 


point of the demonstration. 
A 
former 
North 
Viet- 


namese sapper who defect- 
ed after capture strips to 
liis underwear and crawls, 
on toes and elbows, to a 
wall of barbed wire. A 
number of former sappers 
are working in such dem- 
onstration teams at differ- 
ent installations.

tiua barbed wire held snug 
to the ground by a dozen 
sti'ands of straight barbed j 
wire that run along the 
length of the concertina.

He hooks it to another sec- 
tion and crawls inlo the 
maze tlirougli the hole, 
which he shuts beliind him.

MANILA (UPI) — Mos- 


lems struck back Wednes- 
day lu retaliation for ail 
army massacre of 42 Mos- 
lems Monday. They killed 
three C h r i s t i a n s and 
wounded three others, the 
armv said. 


The army reported that 


a band of more than 100 
Moslems, believed to be 
members of the terrorist 
group, assaulted an army 
camp in Salvador Town, 
on 
Mindanao 450 miles 


south of Manila. 


They killed a govern- 


ment trooper and two civil- 
ians, including a former 
mayor, and wounded three 
other soldiers, the army 
said. 


Elsewhere in Mindanao's 


Lanao Del Norle Province, 


where the Christian-domi- 
nated army gunned down 
Ihe Moslems Monday in an 
election - day 
massacre, 


thousands of local residents 
— both Christian and Mos- 
lem — fled their homes, 


The Cliristians, 
fearing 


Moslem reprisals, headed 
for Christian communities 
in the northern part of the 
province. 
Moslems were 


moving to Moslem-domi- 
nated towns further south. 


Radio 
Mindanao 
said 


more than 5,000 persons 


had fled their homes in 
eight communities around 
Magsaysay, 
near 
where 


Ihe killings occurred. 


Survivors said the Mon- 


day incident came when a 
convoy of vehicles carry- 
ing about 270 Moslems to 


their homes after voting in 
Magsaysay in a special 
election was halted at an 
army 
checkpoint. 
The 


troops ordered the Mos- 
lems lo line up along the 
roadside and opened fire 


with machine guns and au- 
tomatic weapons. 


Twenty-seven 
Moslems 


died in the shooting. Fif- 
leen others were finished 
off 
by machete-welding 


Christian civilians 'or died 
in the hospital. More than 
40 were wounded, and the 
rest fled into the hills. 


Magsaysay was one of 


six towns in the Southern 
Philippines which held spe- 
cial elections Monday.

The 
chairman of the school's music department Vera Jane 
Parrolt, decided lie was so talented that she gave him 
special lessons in harmony, theory, conducting and voice 
control. The lessons went on five days a week for three 
years. Donn' worked so hard and became so accom- 
plished that Miss Parrott gave him a reward. She let 
him conduct all the concerts of the school's a capella 
choir. 


WHEN JIE WAS 18, Donn was a tornado of activity, 


attending school, playing in church and working as staff 
organist at Thearle's music store. Then he began getting 
parltime jobs playing organ in San Diego restaurants. 


When he was 21, Donn got his first fulltime night 


club job, working at the High 15 Club in nearby National 
City. The decision was not difficult for him. He realized 
that working in night clubs was the only way he would 
be able to make a decent salary from his music. He de- 
cided there was no reason why he couldn't combine his 
occupations — and work as a church organist as well as 
club entertainer. 


Rev. and Mrs. Clayton were strongly opposed to 


their son's entry into tavern work. They felt in their 
hearts that the conflicts would be too great and that 
Donn's life would erupt with continual personal crises.

NIGHT DONN WILL FINALLY SEE A CERTAIN 
'GUNSMOKE' SHOW? — Quite oflen when 1 hear an en- 
tertainer who seems perfectly suited for his role in life, I 
wonder how it all happened. Was it by accident? Or was 
some force responsible for guiding him through all the 
turns and twisls of that long path? 


Donn Clayton is an amazing fellow who has com- 


bined the best of two worlds — and is perfectly suited 
for each. 


He plays the Hammond and sings nightly at Ander- 


son's Tally Ho, Lakewood Boulevard near South Street. 
And each week he puts in 15 to 20 hours as minister of 
music at First Christian Church, Bellflower, where he 
directs five choral groups. 


How is such a combination possible? Aren't there 


major conflicts in Donn's life? How can a good church 
man be content working night after night in a so-called 
"den of iniquity?" What do the people at his church 
think about his double life? 


Let's roll the calendar back a few decades and see if 


we can discover how this unusual fellow developed, loci's 
go back to the snow and cold of northern Michigan 
where t>onn Duncan Clayton spent his boyhood. We find 
him at the age of 7 living with his parents in Traverse 
City beside Lake Michigan. 


Donn's father is Rev. Glenn Clayton, a Baptist min-

He visits them regular- 
ly, taking along a small portable pump organ which 
folds up like a suitcase. Mrs. Clayton plays the organ 
during services Rev. Clayton conducts in the Indians' 
rustic schoolhouses.

ways sits in the front row and is fascinated by the beau- 
tiful music his mother is able to create on the little 
fold-up instrument. Whenever he lias the opportunity, 
Donn sits at the organ, pumps its pedals and experi-

Okinawa has been the

TOKYO (UPI) — Now 


that the U.S. Senate and 
the Japanese Diet (parlia- 
ment) have approved the 
Okinawa Reversion Treaty, 
it would seem that the re- 
version of the Western Pa- 
cific island from the United 
Stales to Japan is going 
smoothly. 


It's not. 
Prime Minister Eisaku 


Sato had expected that the 
reversion of Okinawa back 
under Japanese control af- 
ter 28 years of American 
rule would be the high-wa- 
ter mark in his eight-year 
administration. 


INSTEAD, he's finding 


the Reversion Treaty his 
government 
negotiated 


with 
the 
Americans is 


providing opposition forces 
in Japan plenty of ammu- 
nition to use against him. 
Some predict that Sato will 
be forced to retire before 
the end of the year. 


Sato's critics concede the 


return of Okinawa will be 
a good thing, but they 
harshly criticize the condi- 
tions under which the is- 
land will be returned. 


The critics note with dis- 


approval that any specific 
reference to the presence 
of nuclear weapons is lack- 
ing in the treaty. And in 
Japan, where the nuclear 
issue is a highly emotional 
subject, failure to get an 
outright declaration from 
the U.S. that 
nuclear 


weapons will not be al- 
lowed on the island is 
bound to cost the prime 


SATO'S critics also are 


against the continued pres- 
ence of American bases on 
Okinawa .after reversion. 
There are 134 U.S. bases 
on Okinawa, and after re- 
version that figure will 
drop to 88. The troop level 
of 50,000 will remain about 
the same.. 


The remaining American 


bases will fall under con- 
trol the U.S.-Japan Securi- 
ty Pact, but for all practi- 
cal purposes, the U.S. mili- 
tary effectiveness on Okina- 
wa will not be immediately 
affected by the reversion 
of the island. 


Consequently, 
Sato 
is 


bowing before the growing 
pressure 
to reduce the 


number of bases. He told 
the Diet this week that his 
government would "do its 
best" to reduce the scale 
of the American military 
presence on Okinawa. 


AT THE same time, For- 


eign Minister Takeo Fuku- 
da made a specific request 
of U.S. Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally to bring 
the subject of American 
bases on Okinawa to Presi- 
dent Nixon's attention. The 
implication 
Fuknda was 


making was that the Japa- 
nese g o v e r n m e n t is in 
trouble over terms of the 
reversion, and willingness 
on the part of America to 
reduce its presence was 
essential if the government 
is to avoid serious dissen- 
sion. 


T h e r e is yet another 


sector of the Okinawa is- 


sue which has been buried 
somewhat in all the contro- 
versy surrounding the is- 
land's reversion — the Oki- 
nawan people. 


Dramatic evidence of the 


Okinawan concern over the 
reversion also came this 
week, when radical Okma- 
wan students beat a police-

When Social secu- 
rity started back in 1937 
the tax was 1 per cent on 
the first §3,000 earned. On 
that basis monthly benefits 
were figured to range from 
$10 to $85. 
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YOU SHOULD KNOW: 


Q. I am 77 years old and still working a little and 


receiving $2-12 a month from Social Security. In the past 
several years I have paid in several hundred dollars to 
Social Security and have been told I should get a blanket 
raise on my benefits. My svife, who is 75, and I need at 
least $265 a month due to increased living costs. What 
can 1 do"! — A.F., Coleman, Tex. 


A. First, congratulations for being able to work at 


77. I really doubt you have earned enough to affect your 
Social Security benefits, but you should have your local 
office or a Social Security agent check for you. You say 
you are receiving $242 a month now. I assume you are 
including the 50.per cent of your benefit to which your 
wife Is entitled anri that you are receiving approximately 
$160 and she about $80 a mouth.

column receives from time 
to time from women read- 
ers is: "I am fully insured 
under Social Security, but 


have not worked since I 
married some years ago. 
Can I freeze my benefits 
until 1 reach the age I can 
collect?" 


The answer is "no" and 


is not given as an argu- 
ment 
against ' marriage. 


Benefits arc figured on a 
formula that permits drop' 
ping a number of one's 
lowest earning years after 
which the remaining years 
are averaged. Some of the 
non-working years a f t e r 
marriage probably 
would 


have to be counted thereby 
lowering the average—and 
the benefits. 


A non-working married 


woman . should 
keep in 


mind she will be eligible 
for benefits from her hus- 
band, assuming he is un- 
der Social Security. Such 
benefits could be as large 
if not more than she would 
get on her own. 


The only time benefits 


arc frozen is when a work- 
er becomes disabled and is 
judged incapable of con- 
tinuing his job. It fully in- 
sured he receives monthly 
disability in the amount he 
would gel if he rnlirerl at 
55. 


A married woman who 


becomes 
disabled 
within 


five years after her mar- 
riage could be eligible. In 
such instances she should 
report to her Social Securi- 
ty office.

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Still strives for international harmony 
Tather of Europe' nudged continent toward unity

PARIS wi — Jean Mon- 


net, who has spent two 
decades nudging Western 
Kurope toward unity, feels 
tliat he has helped start an 
irreversible movement. 


"Unless we are fools," 


he adds. 


At 53, he does not gloat 


over progress, or agonize 
over failures, lie feels that 


one 
big 
accomplishment 


has been to change atti- 
tudes of Europeans to one 
another — "French to Ger- 
man, German to French" 
— so they can sit down to 
work out common 
prob- 


lems. 


He insists that there is 


no 
long-range 
plan 
for 


achieving the form of his 
cherished "United States 
of Europe." In his view it 


will have to happen one lit- 
tle step at a time, with ne- 
cessity dictating each for- 
ward move. 


Monnet has shied away 


from 
official 
positions 


since he resigned as presi- 
dent of Europe's coal and 
steel pool in 1955. Yet, 
with no official backing, he 
has become known as the 
"Father o£ Europe."

process of deciding and 
doing what was necessary 
and possible at the mo- 


ment, while pressing to- 
ward the unity objective. 


First, it was the Coal 


and Steel Community, set 
up by France, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Luxembourg. The 
aim- was to eliminate all 
customs duties on coal and 
steel products, and permit 
workers in the industry to 
pass freely across 
fron- 


tiers.

The "Mystery of the Via 


Eritrea," as Rome news- 
papers call it after the 
street where it happened, 


began just over five years 
ago on Nov. 12, 1966, when 
salesgirl Simonetta Apro- 
sio told police a stranger 
got into her parked car,

her wrists with a 


siring and pricked her skin 
with a knife. The man 
fled, shooting and killing 
Sergio Mariani, a passerby 
who was trying to stop 
him.

MISS.- Aprosio was una- 


ble to provide a descrip- 
tion of her attacker. Police 
arrested her for aiding and 
abetting on the theory that 
she knew the man, but 
then dropped the charge 
and released her. 


Valente 
was 
arrested 


more -than a year later 
when liis wife went to tell 


police he had confided to 
her that he was the killer. 
Valente said he made the 
remark as a joke and ac- 
cused his wife of trying to 
get rid of him. 


When the case eventual- 


ly came to court last year 
with typical Italian slow- 
ness, the Valentes quar- 
reled repeatedly in court, 


accusing each other of sa- 
domasochistic leanings and

Miss Aprosio and other

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ASEAN ministers meet in bid to decide own fate

KUALA LUMPUR (UP!) 


— The Communist Chinese 
are in the United Nations. 
The British are no longer 
a major power in Asia. 
The Americans are pulling 
troops one of Vietnam. 


Great changes are at 


hand for Southeast Asia, 
and at stake is who will do 
the changing. 


In Kuala Lumpur this 


week, ministers from five 
nations will meet to see if 
— for once in the history 
of the region — the gov- 
ernments of (he area can 
have a say in the direction 
the changes take. 


Foreign 
ministers ahd 


officials from the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Na- 
tions — Malaysia, Thai- 
land, the Philippines, Sing- 
apore a n d Indonesia — 
are meeting here today 
through Saturday to tackle 
"the task. 


In a first tentative step 


toward molding their own 
future, the ASEAN minis- 
ters are due to proclaim a 
"declaration of peace and 
neutrality" 
for 
all 
of 


Southeast Asia. 


There is no indication of 


what exactly is meant by 
neutrality, nor whether the 
five nations are in agree- 
ment on a definition. The 
declaration is unlikely to 
go much beyond calling on 
the big outside powers to 
refrain from interfering in 
the affairs of the countries 
concerned. 


BUT even that much 


would be regarded a's a 
victory, even if the plea 
were ignored. For it would

A U.N. declara- 
tion to this effect is report- 
edly the ultimate ASEAN 
objective. 


A neutrality plan, origi- 


nally put forward by Ka- 
zak, envisaged a joint dec- 
laration among all South- 
east Asian countries, in- 
cluding all Indochina. But 
the 
main 
goal 
of tha 


ASEAN meeting is seen as 
an attempt on a smaller 
scale to achieve the same 
thing. 


Razak, 
who 
proposed 


neutralization a year ago, 
said last week the ASEAN 
meeting will make "an im- 
portant, milestone" toward 
achieving neutralization. 


IT MAY not be that 


much of a foregone conclu- 
sion, however. Philippines 
President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos said last Saturday af- 
ter a foreign policy council 
meeting that Romulo has 
been told to "support in 
principle" the neutraliza- 


tion move "but to inquire 
further into the nature of 
the proposal." 


Indonesia has given its 


full backing to the move 
but 
has also expressed 


concern on its implications 
for the security of not only 
Indonesia but also of her 
neighbors. 


Thailand, initially cool, 


swung around to support- 
ing the idea after China 
was admitted to the U.N. 
But the coup in Bangkok 
Nov. 
17 has cast renewed 


doubts on Thai support. 


Singapore 
relatively 


quiet about the ASEAN 
meeting, is regarded by 
diplomats here to be in no 
position to lake a separate 
stand and thus is believed 
to support neutralization. 


Becoming a part of any 


neutralization s c h e m e , 
however, presents 
prob-

for 
most ASEAN 


countries. 


Thailand and the Philip- 


pines have military and 
economic ties with the U.S. 
Singapore 
and Malaysia" 


are part of a new five-na- 


tion defense arrangement 
in which Britain, Australia 
and New Zealand are part- 
ners.

term, lie won by a margin 
so awesome that whispers 
began almost immediately 
that Marcos had become 
too powerful. 
'CRITICS muttered that 
he

used 
massive 


amounts of money, govern- 
ment machinery and chi- 
canery. 
They whispered 


that he was a man of ruth- 
less and fearsome ambi- 
tion. 
-True or not, (he accusa- 
tions spread, entwined in 
other criticism over eco- 
nomic troubles, labor strife 
and unprecedented student 
demands for reform in a 
society marked by a tiny 
rich elite and poor masses. 


.Marcos 
devalued 
the 


peso and set the national 
economy on a fresh course 
and outlined his own pro- 
grams for social reform.

Marcos has appealed for 


national unity, an end to 
all feuds ami the binding 
of wounds opened in the 
campaign. He has invited 
Liberals to join his govern- 
m e n t 's decision-making 
councils and said he was 
humbled before tile will of 


the Filipino people. 


Many 
poor 
Filipinos 


cheered 
these 
overtures 


and the Liberals welcomed 
them guardedly. The presi- 
dent's diehard enemies in- 
sist, however, that it is a 
trick — that Marcos is 
searching for a new way

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CSLB student may have key 
Smog-control breakthrough?

History books may someday list a senior chemistry 


student at California State College, Long Beach, as the 
scientist who discovered the way to end smog. 


However. .Jay Anthony Mark. 21, son of a Newport 


Beach dentist and a resident of CSLB's on-campus 
dorms, and his cautious faculty adviser, chemistry pro- 
fessor Robert Loeschen, stress repeatedly that the stu- 
dent's research on the smog problem may lead to noth- 
ing at all. 


It's too early to tell, they said Wedneday as they 


watched a clear 'chemical bubbling into a heated beaker 
in their laboratory. 


But. both admitted, their own readings and the rec- 


ord-searching of a patent attorney have turned up no 
evidence that Mark has not found the key to a surpris- 
ingly simple, inexpensive answer to ending the smog 
produced by automobile. 


Mark's patent-pending discovery is a chemical reac- 


tion process in which the most dangerous ingredient of 
smog, oxides of nitrogen, is broken down into its harm- 
less, natural elements. 


IK SUCH A reaction can be incorporated in an auto 


muffler unit, said Mark, cars would cruise around expel- 
ling only gases that have always been present in earth's 
atmosphere. It would apparently work with leaded gaso- 
line, too, he said. 


While it is surprising to taeschen and CSLB's direc- 


tor of research. Dr. Darwin Mayfield, that an under- 
graduate may have discovered the key to the smog prob- 


lem, the nature of his discovery has surprised them even 
more. 


The process utilizes urea, one of the cheapest and 


most plentiful chemicals marketed, said the professors. 
The reaction between urea and oxides of nitrogen has 
long been known, even among chemists with only basic 
knowledge, they said. 


Both professors said it just appears that nobody ever 


applied the reaction to the smog problem. A further 
search of patent office records must be made before 
they are sure the process has not previously been dis- 
proved as an effective or unfeasible smog combatant, 
they added'. 


Mark himself will make no predictions about the 


success of the process, which he has spent 18 months re- 
searching. 


"The project moves as fast as time will allow me to 


work," said Mark, who's carrying a full load of college 
classes. 


"My work here is from 10 at night until six in the 


morning. This is my date for Friday night, right here," 
he said, pointing to the bubbling chemicals. 


Mark, who hopes to study medicine, said he plans to 


discuss liis discovery with representatives of industries 
which may want to purchase development rights and at- 
tack the problems of engineering the muffler device. 


As ironic as the simple nature of Mark's discovery, is 


the advice he once received from a high school chemis- 
try teacher. 


"1 got a D in chemistry in high school. The teacher 


told me never to go into science," said Mark. "I've seen 
him since. He apologized and said he was entitled to one 
mistake." 


THE 
PLANE, 
which 


crashed on its maiden test 
flight but has since flown 
successfully, 
has 
been 


called "a lemon, pure and 
simple," by its foremost 
congressional critic, Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis- 
consin.

days after Thanksgiving by the ar- 
rival from England of 35 more colo- 
nists who came poorly clothed, with- 
out food and containing among their 
number, as William Bradford wrote, 
"lusty young men, 
many of them 


wild enough, who little considered 
whether or about what they want." 


What Winslow's letter was really 


a tribute to was not abundance of 
material things but the spirit of the 
colonists. 


That 
spirit led 
them, without 


precedent in the laws of any other 
land, to make all men equal before 
the law. 


In England the jury system was 


only for the nobility. They extended 
it to all men. 


IN 
ENGLAND there were 149 


capital crimes. They established only 
five. 


In England there were hereditary 


privileges and titles. They had none. 


America still has its "lusty young 


men, many of them wild enough." 
Many of the woods have given way 
to cities. The "goodly rivers" are 
polluted. Now this pairt of the world 
is "greatly burdened with abundance 
of people!" There is no great peace 
in a world in which any danger is 
our danger. 


But the spirit of the Colonists 


lives in our land and permeates our 
institutions, and for that we can 
"give God thanks, who hath dealt so 
favorably with us." 


The first Thanksgiving observance In 


America, as every schoolchild knows, was 
conducted by the Pilgrims who settled in 
what is now Massachusetts in 1621. 


Btit contrary to what most schoolchil- 


dren and ex-sehoolclu'ldren think, the idea 
didn't just catch on and become a national 
custom. 


Quite the opposite. Thanksgiving as a 


holiday disappeared 
from American life 


shortly after the Pilgrims had that legen- 
dary turkey feed, and may never have 
reappeared had it not been for a little- 
known New Jersey congressman named 
Klias Boudinol. 


If anyone deserves to be remembered 


as originator of the national holiday Ameri- 
cans are observing today, it's not the Pil- 
grim Fathers, but Rep. Boudinol. 


BOUDINOT was a deeply religious man 


who was a founder and first president of 
the American Bible Society. In 1789, at the 
age of 49, he was elected to sit in the first 
Congress of the United States. 


On Sept. 25, 1789, the annals of the 


House disclose, Rep. Boudinot delivered a 
speech saying he "could not think of let- 
ting the session pass over without offering 
an opportunity to all the citizens of the 
United States of joining, with one voice, in 
returning to Almighty God their sincere 
thanks for the many blessings He has 
poured down upon them."

REP. ROGER SHERMAN of Connecti- 


cut leaped to Boudinot's support with co- 
pious biblical quotations showing that the 
.proposal was "warranted by a number of 
precedents in Holy Writ: for example, the 
solemn thanksgivings and rejoicings which 


says it is unlikely Honey will be pros- 
ecuted for any of this. "It appears 
mainly a personnel question at this 
lime," lie said. 


It might not even have been 


that, one suspects, if other police 
agencies had not pressed the Santa 
Barbara County officials. "The coun- 
ties said they wouldn't respond in a 
riot situation any more if Honey was 
anywhere around — either in a com- 
mand position or anywhere in the 
field," the attorney for the sheriff's 
department told newsmen. 


If local police wish to be sup- 


ported, local police must support Ihe 
law. If the Santa Barbara sheriff's 
department is persuaded that the 
charges against Honey are true, it 
should regard the case as just as 
grave — and just as suitable for the 
criminal courts — as it would have 
had Honey been an 18-year-old uni- 
versity student.

I can: 


FOR MORE THAN a quarter of a 


century now we have teetered on the 
brink of nuclear annihilation, waging 
an insane Cold War that has distorted 
our vision and shriveled our minds. 
Yet, 
somehow, we have survived. 


There is hope in that. 


Not only have we survived, but now 


Communist China enters the U.N. 
Our President, who built his career 
on anti-Communism, flies off to Pe- 
king and Moscow. In Geneva, we talk 
of nuclear disarmament. Tn Congress, 
we balk at military aid for dictators. 
The long, dark years of the Cold War 
are, hopefully, coming to an end. 


And as the Cold War ends so too 


does the agony of Vietnam, of which 


As we observe tliis Thanksgiving 


Day many people are disturbed by 
the economic crises we are facing. 
We have the sordid treatment of our' 
President by the head of the AFL- 
CIO. We have millions of workers 
waiting to see if they are to receive 
pay increases due them under negoti- 
ated contracts. Store owners 
are 


faced with increased costs but not yet 
permitted to raise prices. It is a 
trying time when great sacrifices are 
called for to overcome the danger to 
the economy caused by inflation. 


If we consider only these factors we 


may say there is not much for which 
to give thanks. But, if we accept the 
fact that these controls are a tempo- 
rary sacrifice essential to protection 
of what we have, we should be thank- 
ful that we have the courage and 
foresight to protect the economic sys- 
tem that has given us so much. We 
should be thankful that we have a 
President 
with the courage to use 


such controls which only the labor 
leaders and partisan opponents are 
attempting to stop. 


TO COMPARE what we have and 


what we had 25 years ago charts in 
U.S. News magazine is a story of our 
great progress during those years. At 
end of World War II we had 55 mil- 
lion people employed. Today there 
are 79.5 million. While we have about 
4 million unemployed tliis number is 
much less than we have had in sever- 
al periods during that 25 years. 


The workers of today have greater 


buying power than at any time in our 
history. In 194S the average family in- 
come in 1071 dollars was equal to 


. 
85,800 a year compared with §10,300 


, today. That is an increased buying 


, power of 77 per cent. While our popu- 


lation has increased 48 per cent the 
number 
of families 
owning their 


homes has increased 100 per cent. 


In 1946 there were only 23 million 


families owning automobiles 
com- 


pared with 53 million today. Saving 
accounts in 1946 totaled ?b6 billion 
whereas today the total is $448 billion, 
an increase of almost 800 per cent. 
Even with inflation and lowered value 
of the dollar these savings are more 
than double what they were 25 years 
ago. 


We have come a long way In pro- 


viding civil rights for all our people. 
We have a long way to go but we 
have progressed more than any peri- 
od since the blacks were freed from 
slavery. We are now suffering from 
violence and other trouble on our 
streets and campuses. But we can be 
thankful it has decreased in the past 
two years. 


IN 1946 ONLY 42 million persons 


were covered by hospital insurance. 
Today it is estimated over 183 million 
of oiu- 207 million population have 
such insurance. Medicare and Medi- 
Cal pays most of the doctor and other 
medical bills for the elderly and poor 
people whereas there was little or no 
such coverage in 1946. 


Today we have B.4 million young 


people attending college 
compared 


with 2 million in 1946. Vacation weeks 
taken in 1946 totaled 34.4 million com- 
pared with 95 million today. The 
number of people traveling to foreign 
countries has increased by many mil- 
lions each year. 


There are many worries today. But 


if we compare our living standard 
and securities with any time in the 
past we have much to be thankful for 
on this 1971 Thanksgiving Day.

closed. A 5-year-old boy failed to 
make it and was struck on the neck 
and killed. 


In another case, a rope attached to 


B garage 
door became entangled 


around a child's neck, raised her off 
the ground and causing her to stran- 
gle. 


Homeowners should be encouraged 


to install newer and safer electronic 
doors which stop and reverse if they 
strike something, 
the doctor says. 


Such doors should be kept closed, and 
children should be forbidden to play 
with them. 


A report on the hazard also appears 


in Modern Medicine. 


SOME PATIENTS with phobias cfan 


be greatly benefited by a treatment 
that calls for' prolonged, continuous 
exposure to the feared object or situ- 
ation. 


London psychiatrists say results 


come quickly and only a few treat- 
ment sessions are necessary. 


Patients average two or three ses- 


sions totaling four to five hours of 
treatment. 


Among those treated have been 


adults 
with 
long-standing 
specific 


phobias such as fear of balloons, cats, 
feathers, water, spiders, thunder and 
birds. 


Both fantasy and reality are used 


in the concept of phobia exposure. 
The patient is encouraged to ap- 
proach the feared object as closely 
and as quickly as possible and to re- 
main in contact with it until anxiety 
diminishes. 


The report on the procedure ap- 


pears in British Medical Journal. 


WHAT MAY BE a new disease — 


vanishing colitis — has been observed 
in a series of young patients by doc- 
tors at the Hospital of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia. 


The disorder is characterized by 


sudden onset of abdominal cramping 
and bloody diarrhea. The phenome- 
non rapidly disappears and doesn't 
recur. 


Symptoms disappear within two 


weeks. Five patients have been ob- 
served for one to four years after 
hospitalization, and no recurrence of 
disease has been seen. 


The patients ranged in age from 19 


to 41 years. 


Details are in Diagnostic Radiolo- 


gy, a medical journal.

This morning the "game of the decade" will be on 


the tube, and it goes without saying that a bundle of cold 
turkeys will be left in its wake. 


How would you rate the game? 
Nebraska's defense is breathtaking. The Cornhuskers 


have shut out three opponents, while Oklahoma blanked 
only one foe. 


But the Sooner offense is brilliant. Oklahoma has av- 


eraged 45 points per game. 


Nebraska wasn't standing by idly, either. The Hus- 


kers have averaged 35 points per game, but perhaps 
more important, the Nebraskans have given up only six 
points per contest. A number of touchdowns have been 
tallied against third team members. 


On the other hand, Oklahoma has permitted an aver- 


age 16 points to each of its opponents. 


By the record, today's titanic is a Mexican standoff. 


Oklahoma has scored 10 points more per game than Ne- 
braska, but the Huskers have allowed 10 points less per 
encounter. 


IN A GAME such as this, you don't pick a winner,

HERRINGBONE CONTROL 


The most strenuous of all skiing activities is climb- 


ing uphill. It takes strength, and it takes coordination, 'as 
anyone knows who has tried the herringbone. That is 
what I am demonstrating in today's lesson. Let's face it 
— boots weigh about 10 Ibs. per pair, skis about 10 Ibs., 
. and bindings about 5 Ibs. With all that weight, plus the 
cLimbersomeness of long skis, it's no wonder beginners 
need time to develop the skills of climbing. It's also no 
wonder that ski instructors are urging newcomers to the 
sport to use short (3-, 4-, or 5-fool) skis. 


Whether you use long or short skis, the herringbone 


movements ore similar — you go up (he hill walking 
splay-footed, in a sort of exaggerated duck walk. On 
gentle slopes, the lips of Ihe skis need not be spread far 
apart. As the slope gets steeper, you must splay the lips 
farther and farther apart lo prevent Ihe skis from slid- 
ing backward.

Q. 1 am interested in buying a well- 


performing income-oriented mutual fund. 
1 am interested in a possible return of 
seven to 12 per cent, plus capital gains 
over a period of time. I've looked at one 
fund but am undecided. What would you 
advise? 


A. You ought to look at a few more if 


you are interested in income, but I must 
caution you that you are asking the im- 
possible when you say you want up to 12 
per cent current yield plus capital gains. 
There's no such animal. 


Income funds have caught on in the 


past year or so because many investors 
have suddenly become yield-conscious. 
But no income fund I know can hold out 
to you both goals — income and big capi- 
tal appreciation — with equal stress. 


These funds are mainly interested in 


producing as much current dividend in- 
come as possible for their holders, and 
their managers run them that way. For 
many of them, it means stress on bonds 
and other debt securities. If you know 
anything about bonds, you also know that 
when yields rise, their market values 
come down, and when the market price 
rises, yields move in the opposite direc- 


. lion. 


Your goals, as stated, are unrealistic. 


There are funds that combine growth and 
income as investment objectives but they 
aren't, for the most part, bond funds. The 
degree to which they aim for capital 
gains 
puts practical bounds on the 


amount of current yield they can shoot 


. for. 


- 
Some of the established income funds 


(not 
necessarily structured like the most 


recent bond funds) have had creditable 
performance records over the past five or 
10 years, when compared with the Dow 
Jones industrial average or the Standard 
& Poor's indexes. But their yields have 


been in the four-to-five-per-cent range, 
too. 


1 think you'll find 12 per cent yield in 


very few investments, much less in funds, 
and only in some of the riskiest areas. If 
you can get 12 per cent when top quality 
bonds are going for "IVi per cent, there's 
usually a very good reason for the prem- 
ium in cost to the borrower. 


Settle for more realistic goals and de- 


cide whether you really want top current 
income or would prefer to emphasize the 
change to go for capital gains at some 
sacrifice of income. 


Q. 1 am the owner of 300 shares of a 


blue-chip company. The stock came to me 
in a divorce settlement. I am completely 
ignorant as to what I should do if I desire 
to sell. Do I contact a broker? How do I 
pick and choose? What percentage does 
the broker get if I should sell? Do I give 
him the shares beforehand or hold until 
they're sold? I've heard of so many peo- 
ple being taken that I am perhaps unduly 
suspicious. 


A. Nothing wrong with being particu- 


larly careful, even if your suspicions 
don't prove warranted. Tf you have a law- 
yer or banker, seek their advice on a rep- 
utable broker in your area.

this week by the artist, 
Edward Laning, and will 
remain on view in 
the 


building rotunda until Sim- 
day. Eventually it will be 
hung in the Brooklyn Fed- 
eral Court House, a center 
lor naturatization of immi- 
grants. 


The work, some 95 feet 


long, depicts 
the immi- 


grant's role in the develop- 
ment of the nation. It was 
painted originally on the 
walls of Ellis Island's alien 
dining room in 1937 under 
the Works Projects Admin- 
istration's art program. 


.'WHEN- the 
island 
was 


abandoned as an immigra- 
tion center in 
1954, the 


building was abandoned. It 
stood vacant and windows 
were broken, the roof be- 
gan to leak and the mural 
started to show damage. 


A U.S. Park Service em- 


ploye salvaged two 71,4-foot 
panes and stored them at 
the base of the Statue of 
Liberty.

General Services Adminis- 
tration visited the building 
last year with flashlights 
and found about 80 addi- 
tional feet that remained 
salvageable.

Electronic safety aids eyed for mine traps 


HOLLA, Mo. 
Iff) — Elec- 


tronic beepers and under- 
ground survival chambers 
are being tested in an ef- 
fort to save trapped coal 
miners. 


One o£ the safety devices 


discussed 
at an under- 


ground environment confer- 
ence Thursday is a com- 
munications system using 
electromagnetic w a v e s. 
Trapped men could send 
beeper 
signals to guide 


rescuers. 


The device also would 


enable men trapped as far 
as 2,500 feet underground 
to hear voices from the sur- 
face. 


The 
conference 
was 


sponsored by the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Mines and the min- 
ing department of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri at Hol- 
la. 


R. E. Taber, manager of 


the Westinghouse Electric 
Corp.'s rescue and surviv- 
al systems program, said 
a prototype communication 
system had been devel- 
oped.
